Two pillars extend upward on 


either gldc and are crowned with urns. 
Twelve feet from the ground n platform 
is formed, which is crowned with a tjujje 
arch, the whole forming a ulctie in which 
an allegorical oil painting will be placed 
representing Grant lying on a brouie 
blcr and covered with the luatlonal flag, 
the face alone being exposed. 


At the south end Is a female figure 


draped, representing tlic South, and at 
the norttrcnd a similar figure, represent- 
ing the North, both 
figures clasping 


Imiulu, and lu the rear is a llgure of the 
Angel of Death. This painting is 13x<!0 
feet, and the llgures are life size. Dur- 
ing the procession on Saturday two sol- 
diers, one dressed in blue and the other 
in gray, will stand at "rent on arms " 
At either euJ of the bier huge bronze 
candelabra are placed, and above all is 
the Inscription, "£et Us Have Pe.ice." 
Above the archway huge American flags 
will be draped, lulling gracefully on each 
side and terminating above two shields. 
The keystone of the arch will bear a suit- 
able Ineciiptiou, and to crouu all a huge 
eagle six feet high will spread its wings 
on the top of tha arch.

Grant 4t the Opening of the War. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Anguat- 4— 


General Grant stories are DOW in 
order. .Here is pie: In the spring 
of 1861, 
soon after the call, for 


75,000 men, I was in Springfield, 
III., with John B. Wyman and C. C. 
Marsh (at that time all citizens of 
Chicago). Captain Wyman was, in 
the. Adjutant' General's oOice and 
Captain Marah and .myself were' at 
Camp .Yates taking oare of the men 
that came pouring into camp. Each 
company -was properly officered, and 
it was the duty" of the Captains' to 
report at headquarters at once, and 
it was my duty to assign the com- 
mands proper quarters ill the camp. 
One afternoon,, there came to head- 
quarters a medium-sized, youngish- 
looking man, dressed in n sort of 
bin Bb snit < f clothes, wearing a 
soft bat and having about one-half 
of an unlighted cignr in his month. 
Ht> brought a letter, of introduction 
to Captain Marsh from John B Wy- 
mtin, which introduced the stranger 
as "Ex-Captain Grant United States 
Army." Captain Grant was at once 
introduced to me. Supposing that 
Captain Grant had a company witb 
him, I asked him where bis oommabd 
was, stating that I would at once 
furnish him with proper quarters, 
etc. I never 'shall forget the look he 
gave me as he said: "fifaptain, I am 
not fortunate enough to have oto 
just now." Of course I took in his 
position; he was soon seated, tipped 
back by the window in one of our 
chairs. lie told us about the Mexican 
War, the different battles he was in, 
etc. He remained a day or so at our 
quarters, and then left for Galena. 
General I'ope crganized the six Ill- 
inois regiments of the first call, and 
then sent them to the front. Nest 
time I saw "ex-Captain Grant" he 
was at the head of tho 
"Decatur 


Regiment" aa it was called marching 
down one of the main streets of 
Springfield, bonnd for the front and 
for everlasting fame.
